Since May, 1958, Japan eels World Service, in cooperation 


‘with WCC and NCC, has been operating Christian Service Centers in 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki to aid atomic bomb victims. The centers dis- 
tribute food, clothing and medical supplies; they also provide case 
workers for counselling, give vocational training and grant scholar- 
“ships. 


) Realizing the necessity for providing means of self-support for 
the physically handicapped, the Hiroshima Center began making 
"Oharame"™ dolls ss a part of their vocational training program last. 
‘September. - Rev. Tack, Director of the Center, with workers from 

CWS headquarters in Tokyo, set up training courses and shops, secured 
the necessary materisls and sought cooperation from neighboring | 
church members. 


Three hundred and fifty women appliedfor the first training 
‘course which could handle s maximum of one hundred and fifty students. 


Difficulties in’procuring materials and personal ad justment 
problems have limited the number of workers to six, who are able to 
‘produce abo fovr hundred dolls a month. Each woman is able to 
esrn approximately two thousand yen a month on profits from the sale 
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of the dolls to foreign tourists and at church sponsored bazears. 
Church World Service in U. S. A., impressed by the beauty and 
Wguelity of the dolls has expressed a desire for 411 the dolls to 

ibe produced this year in order to send them to the U.S.A. for Christ- 
mas. Japan CWS, Secretary, Ogawa would like to increase the types 
‘and number of dolls to meet the demand and thus provide income for 
more bomb victims. 


JAPANESE COOPERATING MISSIONARY TO GERMANY 


As a result of the growing relationship between Japanese and 
German churches on the principle of mutual cooperation in the 
mission work in both countries, the Rev. Mr. Kenji Ozaki, from the 
Kyoto district of the United Church of Christ in Japan (UCC), is 
leaving Japan for Germany on March 16, as the first cooperating 
missionary of the district churches (Landeskirchen) of North Germany. 
The invitation was from the North German Mission and has been approv- 
ed by the UCC. 


Dk. ii. STANLEY JONES MISSION 


Dr. #. Stanley Jones will visit Japan this fall, arriving in 
Japan on September 15. Dr. Jones has been in Japan for the months 
of February, March and April every second year since the end of the 
Mer. Has Misston will be in the fall instead of the spring as 
requested by the executive committee of the NCC in order to avoid 
conflict with the Crusade program. 


The -purpose of the mission is to deepen the prayer life of 
Christians and Dr. Jones' program will also emphasize the strengthen- 
woe of lay activity in the church. 


| J. Herschel Fisher, architect, of Dallas, Texas, will accompany 
Dr. Jones. Mr. Fisher has undergone a very deep religious experience 
which has transformed him snd he is, in addition, a very able and 
dynamic speaker. 


As Mr. Fisher must return to the States at the end of October, 
Dr. J. T. Seamsnds, Wilmore, Kentucky, who is a missionary to India, 
hes also consented to help. Dr. Seamsnds was offered the position 
of Secretsry for the Prayer Life Movement in the Methodist Church 
efter Dr. Carruth resigned, but he felt he must continue his work 
in Indis. 


Dr. Jones believes that "with Mr. Fisher emphasizing the lay 
impact end Dr. Seamands emphssizing the prayer movement, it will be 
a great combination."

TOKYO CHRISTIAN CRUSADE 


The Tokyo Christian Crusade, May 6-28, which has the active 
support of the Fukuin Renmei (Federation of Evsngelical Churches) 
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end has been voted seishinteki (moral) support by the NCC Executive 
Committee (see September 15 issue), is holding a Preparatory Preyer 
Meeting on March 13. About 2,000 cooperating: pastors and leymen are 
expected to attend. A large choir will sing sat the meeting. 


Rev. Takeshi Muto, chairman of the Crusade's Central Committee 
and Rev. Akijii Kurumede, vice chairman, will give greetings. Rev. 
Hinusuke Yashiro, Bishop of the Seikokai (Japan Anglican-Episcopal 
Church), Mr. Jiro Nishimura, principel of Osaka Girls School, Rev. 
S. Nishimura, United Church of Christ pastor and a member of the 
Netional Diet, will present short addresses. These will be followed 
by « prayer meeting. 


Plans for the Crusade are being directed from their headquarters 
located in the new Yasuda building in Shibuya. Dr. Allen Lindquest, 
the general music director for the Fer Hast Broadcesting Company, 
will be rehearsing a Crusade choir which will be accompanied by a 
seventy-five piece Crusade Symphony Orchestre under the direction of 
Relph Carmichael. Projected plans envision a total of five thousand 
‘singers, with about one thousand appearing at each meeting. 


On March 6, the training program for the anticipated five 
thousand sounselors, directed by Doug Cosart, Coordinator of the 
follow-Up Department, will begin "teaching these hand-picked layman 
to use the Word of God in personal evangelism." Instruction at 
Cight churches and chapels will continue for the eight week period 
prior to the Crusade, ; 


An integral part of the Crusade's program is "Operation Andrew" 
a term derived from the example in John 1:41-42. Christians ere 
encouraged to invite non-Christians to ettend the Crusade, especially 
relatives and friends. 


Werio Vision, wiich iS Supperting the Crusade, is governed by 
no theological or doctrinal presuppositions in choosing projects for 
support "excepting the overall affinity of World Vision for the work 
of persons and groups who are committedly identified with the his-_ 
toric Confessions of the Christian Church." World Vision is related 
to a commission of the National Association of Evengelicals in the 
Dio chs only : 


The Crusade is opposed by many evangelical missioneéries and 
Christians,who believe there is a "great potential for good in the 
Tokyo Crusade," but that "it is a matter of regret that World Vision 
is willing that the Crusade testimony and message be identified with 
a program which presses against Bible infallibility." Japan Harvest 
claims that at Osaka a "majority of the 7,500 professed converts were 
referred to churches of the liberal-controlled UCC." 


Strong opposition has also been voiced by some pastors of the 
United Church of: Christ (UCC) who fear it will damage an already weak 
"council system" and that their.own evangelistic program, which_already 
hes ditiicuity in getting started, will-be further negiected. he 
feeling is that the Crusade will further hinder the initiative and 
independence of Christians in Japan. 


Reve pert Hirayam, United Church of Christ pastor, severely 
attacks World Vision eaders as being primarily Anti-Communist in) 
their preaching and the Crusade 3s being a "pro-American Imperialist 
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Crusade." He likens the Crusade and the World Vision organization 
to the Hast Asian Mission Society organized by Generel Hibiki, 
(which, he claims, sent pestors to China during the War for political 
“indoctrination purposes.

“Crusade location and have threatened to boycott or demonstrate

"HOKAAIDO PLANS WASS EVANGELISM PROGRAM 


On February 1-2, the planning committee of HOREMCO(Hokkaido 
Redio Evangelism and Mass Communication) met for its first annuel 
meeting to pian the 1961 program for evangelism on Hokkaido. It 
wes decided that the main program should begin with the arrival of 
the director, Rev. Hvyn Adams, in Hokkaido this fall, but that the 
interval should be utilized for preparations and leedership train- 
ing. A conference in June, to which AVACO will send leadership, 
Holt CVeluece thirteen redio scripus being prepared. These scripts 
‘will be produced in time for island-wide broadcasts in the last 
querter of the year, leading up to special evangelistic campaigns 
in cities, towns and villages during the Christmas season. There 
will also be a training program for pastors and lay people for 
leedership end assistance in the program which will involve the 
use of literature, preaching, film evangelism, visitation and 
children's meetings. .
